The state highway board Monday 
issued calls for bids on $900,000 worth 
of paving, grading and bridge proj- 
ects. The bids are to be opened on 
December 14. The call is the first 
issued since the reorganization of 
highway board last week, when

The group of projects includes nine 
paving jobs, three grading contracts 
and two new bridges. 

Included in the grading projects is 
the first work on the new Norcross 
to Buford road, which eventually will 
give Atlanta a new paved road to 
Buford and points to the north. The 
project to be let December 14 is for 
the grading of five miles of the new 
highway, beginning at Norcross and 
extending northward. 

Also included in the group is the 
project for paving 7.485 miles of road- 
way in Emanuel county on the Dub- 
lin-Swainsboro road. According to 
Chairman Wilburn when this work 
is done there will be only 20 miles 
unpaved on the Atlanta-Swainsboro- 
Savannah highway.

In its lengthy petition, reciting the 
history of the telephone case, the 
Southern Bell charges that new rate 
schedules ordered by the commission 
would result in a loss of revenue to- 
taling $691.014 yearly, alleges that 
its net earnings would be reduced to 
approximately 4 per cent and charges 
eonfiscation and violation of the 
fourteenth amendment to the federal 
constitution. 

The action, brought in the name of 
the company by its president, Ben 8. 
Read, not only seeks the temporary 
restraining order but appeals for a 
three-judge court of equity to be call- 
ed by Judge Underwood in order that 
it may given an opportunity to 
show the extent of the financial loss- 
es entailed and support its plea for a 
permanent injunction against the new 
rate schedule.

Profits Syphoned. 

The commission added it was “for | 
thee benefit of a private holding com- 
pany, into whose treasury every dol- 
lar of the profits extorted from the 
operating company is seyphoned 
through the -holding company’s 
wholly owned service company.” 

“The undisputed evidence,” the de- 
cision continued, “shows that the | 
Byllesby Service Company—not a/§ 
public utility, not subject to direct | 
regulation by either federal or state | 
authority—took charge of the affairs | 
of the licensee.

For Liquor Industry 


Temporary Regulations 
Set Up; Film Code Also 
Is Approved.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 27.— 
(P)---President Roosevelt tonight 
established. federal supervision. over 
the liquor industry which becomes le- 
gal next week and exteuded govern- 
ment control over 21 mote businesses, 
including the motion pictures, 

Mr. Koosevelt. signed the code gov- 
erning the new whisky trade in time 
to make it effective when the prohib:- 
tion dam breaks a week hence with 
formal repeal of national! prohibition. 

In a formal statement, the president 
declared: “It is hoped that the sign- 
ing of this code (liquor) will prevent 
the confusion and uncertainty that 
would necessarily arise between the 
actual legal repeal of the amendment 
and the passage of appropriate legisla- 
- by congress in consequence there- 
oO ‘ag . 

The liquor industry has not yet 
actually approved the president's code 
but he said he had assurance “of their 
earnest desire to co-operate in every 
manner possible with the government 
during this emergency.” 

Authority Set Up. 

In signing the motion picture code, 
Mr. Roosevelt set up an authority 
composed, so far, of two prominent 
actors—Miss Marie Dressler and Ed. 
die Cantor—and A. Lawrence Lowell, 
president emeritus of Harvard Uni- 
versity, to supervise the picture in- 
dustry through a 90-day period, dur-

Chase, of Brooklyn, 
today obtained a rule from Justice F.

An additional $25,000 was added to 
receipts -from non-intoxicating malt 
‘beverages,- licensed by the municipal- 
ity, on the assumption that no con- 
certed effort will be made to defeat 
such sales locally. ‘-This made a total 
added anticipation for 1934 of $1765,- 
000 and. a total anticipation of 
$8,567 000. | ; 

_ $325,000 Apparent Deficit. 

Even with the addition made in es- 
timates Monday, there is still an ap- 
parent deficit of $325,000, and Mayor 
James I. Key and other members of 
the budget group contend that ‘gnother 
$100,000 must be added for almost 
compulsory allocations for relief ‘and 
to meet other necessary expenditures, 

The commission is on record as op- 


posing any salary cuts for employes’ 
| making $100 or less a month, but a 10 


per cent cut fer those in the higher 
brackets would net about $200,000 
savings, according to estimates. A 15 
per cent cut in the same brackets

Rolph Jr., and other state officials 
for giving “a fine lesson to the whole 
nation” eased the taut nerves of this 
normally peaceful town today, scene 
of the lynching last night of John 
M. Holmes and Thomas H. Thur- 
mond, 
Brooke Hart, San Jose youth. 


“They'll learn they can't kidnap in 


this state,” were the ringing words 


from the executive office in Sacra- 

mento. “If anyone is arrested for 

the good job I'll pardon them all.” 
Such was the assurance from the 


town came to a realization of the se- 
riousness of the punishment dealt 
out in pioneer fashion by the mob 
that stormed the ancient jail and 
seized Holmes and Thurmond. 

In historic St. James park, across 
the street from the jail, the victims 
were strung up to separate trees 
while thousands of men, women and 
children, looking on in carnival spirit, 
cheered with a lustiness that could be 
heard for blocks. 

The governor's attitude brought a 
flood of messages to his office in Sac- 
ramento, some praising and some con- 
demning him. 

He went beyond giving his ap- 
proval by saying he would like to re- 
lease all San Quentin and Folsom 
peniteytiary inmates ‘serving sén- 
tences for kidnaping into the custod 
of ‘those fine, patriotic San Jose citi- 
zens who.know how to handle such 
a situation,” . 

He even had both prisons checked 
to determine how many inmates aré 
serving kidnaping sentences. 

“No ‘kidfiaper’ will ever be turned 
loose or pardoned while I am gov-

RAPS GOV. ROLPH 


Support Lent to Most 
Ruthless Form of Law- 
lessness, Says Alexander 


Governor Rolph, of California, in 
expressing approval of the lynching 
at San Jose “has lent his support tuo 
the most ruthless form of lawlessness 
in America,” Dr. W. .W. Alexander, 
director of the commission on inter- 
racial co-operation, said here Monday. 

The interracial commission is an 
organization composed of prominent 
white and negro citizens of both sexes 
which is to better understanding be- 
tween the races. One of its main 
fights has been to stamp out lynching. 

Dr. Alexander's statement said: 

“The governor of California in ex- 
pressing approval of the lynching at 
San Jose last night has lent his sup- 
port. to the most ruthless form of 
lawlessness in America. As between 
lynehing and kidnaping, lynching’ is 
the more serious crime of the two. It 
involves a few-individual crimi-

nals here rnd there but enlists whole 


communities in orgies of violence and 
murder in which law and civilization 
are lynched no less truly than human 
victims. 


“In recent months the authorities |. 


have demonstrated their ability to 
cope with kidnapers as they are do- 
ing in this case. On the contrary. the 
almost universal failure to convict 
lynchers indicates that lynching is a 
much more difficult crime to eradi- 
cate, Governor’ Rolph’s' expressed ap- 
proval of the San Jose lynching af- 
fair will only add to this difficulty 
and fix'the lynching habit more firm- 
ly upon a nation that is already dis- 
eredited by it around the ‘world. 
“Unfortunately, the governor's re- 
sponsibility in the matter is not lim- 
ited to the statement or the approval 
after the deed was done. In refusing 
the importunity of the sheriff for -as- 
sistance in resisting the mob, the gov-

sory before the fact. Probably his ac- 
tion and attitude in the matter con- 
stitutes the most surprising and de- 
plorable aspect of it.”

Miss Perkins Praises 
Achievement of NRA 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 27.—

In her prepared address on “The 
New Challenge to Industry,” she said: 
“The NRA is an instrument for creat- 
ing & consumption power to balance 
the productivity of industry.” 

She quoted labor department statis- 
tics, showing about 4,000,000 persons 
have returned to work since last 
March, as “concrete examples of im- 
provement which has resulted since 
President Roosevelt put the NRA pro- 
gram and other recovery measures 
into effect.” 

“The cotton textile industry, which 
was in as bad shape as almost any 
other industry last year,’ she said, 
“has 10,000 more persons under em- 
ployment than in 1926, a banner year 
in the industry.”

Clarification Awaited. 

Clarification of the situation was 
awaited, but Miss Shepperson said the 
necessary information might be in the 
mail which has accumulated on her 
desk while she worked night and day 
at the task of transferring the state’s 
62,250 work relief cases to the CWA 
pay roll. 

Zobk's letter said that the salary 
schedule provided in the teacher em- 
ployment program had been liberglized 
by a change from the budget« and 
need basis used for relief cases, to the 
same pay scale applying to other 
teachers in the locality. 

Miss Shepperson said she expected 
the teacher employment work to be 
transferred to the CWA pay roll, but 
to be paid for out of relief funds. The 
regular CWA projects are paid for 
out of public works funds.. Other 
CWA projects which cannot qualify 
as public works probably will be han-: 
died in that manner also, she said.

“sweat-shop” wages in the proposed | 


restaurant code was expressed today 
by the women’s bureau of the depart- 
ment of labor in a brief submitted as 
hearings opened before a deputy ad- 
ministrator, A. D. Whiteside. 

The code was presented by Ernest 
Angell, counsel for the National Res- 
taurant Association, which drafted it. 
A. D. Carter, its president. said the 
association was anxious to co-operate 
with the NRA, that the eode was 
drafted after thorough discussion over 
the country and that the proposed 
wages were the minimum and higher 
rates could be paid. 

He said in response to a quéstion 
from Whiteside that the meal deduc- 
tion rate was considered fair and did 
not nearly cover the cost of what 
some employes ate. 

Guy Gundaker, of the national as- 
sociation, presented statistics to show 
$908 was the average annual wage of 
restaurant workers. 

The women’s bureau brief said the 
proposed wage scale, with differen- 
tials for the south, deduction for 
meals and lodging and recoffnition of 
tips as up to 50 per cent of the work- 
ers’ remuneration, would mean wages 
as low as 11 1-2 cents an hour in the 
north and 9 cents in the south. 

The code proposes a 54-hour maxi- 
mum week with 60 hours with over- 
time allowance for peak periods thre 
weeks of each six months. The brief 
opposed overtime and recommended 
paying part-time workers higher rates 
than regular employes. 


TIMES EXECUTIVE 
ANSWERS CLERGY 
ON CRIME NEWS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—(4)— 
Louis Wiley. business manager of the 
New York Times, told the clergy as- 
sociation today, in answer to charges 
of overuse of crime news by newspa- 
pers, that anyone déliberately choos- 
ing a newspaper which is the prod- 
uct of sensational journalism “has 
only himself or herself.to biame.” 

“In the long run, however,” he 
said, “I think that our n&tional, our 
ehurch or our newspaper problems are 
not to be solved by clergymen :tak- 
ing over the editor's desks or the 
newspaper reporters taking over your 
pulpits. 

“I beliéve that there have been 
very few invitations extended to 
newspapermen to occupy pulpits. 

“IT do not mean to hint that the 
congregations would be _ edified or 
improved by the substitutions. But 
our civilization will gain most from 
having every one stick to his own 
#calling or profession.” 

Mr. Wiley said that honesty and 
truth in a newspaper advertising col- 
mmn*were just as important as in 
its news columns.

“Such revaluation should not, in Bee 

judgment, be undertaken at once, 
I do not pretend to know at what 
point between the present rate and 
the old par it should finally be, I 
do say, however, that an_ intelligent 
revaluation can only be undertaken in 
conjunction with similar action by 
Great Britain, which would, of course, 
involye the entire so-called sterling 
bloc. And I further venture the opin- 
ion that the best approach to such 
joint action would be an immediate 
arrangement for co-operative action 
by the federal reserve system and the 
Bank of England to limit excessive 
fluctuations of the two currencies in 
terms of each other.” 

During the time necessary to find 
the point of natural equilibrium+be- 
tween the dollar and the pound, by 
a method of “trial and error,” which 
would enable both nations to under- 
take final revaluation in terms of 
gold, Mr. Warburg said, “I should 
expect that our people would be un- 
troubled by fear as to the future of 
our monetary unit, because they would 
have, on the one hand, the assurance 
that our government did not intend to 
seek any further depreciation,.and on 
the other hand, the assurance that 
our currency would eventually be the 
kind of gold currency they could ‘un- 
derstand and trust.” 

Four Offered. 

In so far as it was possible to make 
specific suggestions without knowing 
what will happen “between the pres- 
ent time and the time when it will 
be feasible to reach an international. 
agreement for the re-establishment of 
an international gold standard,” Mr. 
Warburg said that “the following 
thoughts are suggested: 

“1. Gold coin should be entirely 
withdrawn from circulation. 

“2. The holding of monetary gold 
should be confined to central banks 
or banks of issue, who would use it 
for the settlement of international bal- 
ances of payment resulting from tem- 
porary disequilibria in the foreign ac- 
count, and who would likewise hold 
it as cover for their note issues. 

“3. Note issues should be redeem- 
able in gold bullion for export only, 
and shipments arising from such re- 
demption should be made only be- 
tween central banks or banks of is- 
sue. This suggestion involves *over- 
coming French position towards giv- 
ing up internal redemption in gold 
bullion. So long as any nation; per- 
mits such redemption, hoarding of 
gold will be possible because anyone 
anywhere can buy exchange on that 
nation and present currency and ob- 
tain gold. . 
Gold Mine Outp t. 

“4. Gold miners shotild be com- 
pelled to offer their output to their 
respective monetary authorities and 
should only sell te others for use in 
the industries, arts and professions 
when permitted to do so by their re- 
spective monetary authorities and the 
purchasers are duly licensed to buy.” 

Under such a system, he added, it 
would seem that the minimum legal 
ratio of metal cover against note cir- 
culation “might well be reduced to 25 
per cent.” This, however, he ex- 
plained, applied to countries like the 
United States, where there was such 
a ratio. 

“These ideas, as I have said,” Mr. 
Warburg wrote, ‘‘were discussed in 
a preliminary way at the London

Mr. Warburg said there should be 
an ‘adequate and intelligent control 
of both long and short-term forei 
lending” as this, “it has been clearly 
shown, cannot be left to the discre- 
tion of private bankers.” 7 

Such control, he pointed out, “mus 
not, under any circumstances, take 
the form of exchange restrictions, 
which, experience has shown, serve 
only to stimulate the flow through il- 
licit channels of the very transac- 
ofa they are designed to pro- 

ibit.” 

“No artificial barriers,” he added, 
“will prevent mouey from fleeing when 
it is afraid to remain, or from 
going where it hopes to find profit- 
able employment. There is only: one 
way to prevent an undesirable move- 
ment of capital and that is to elim- 
inate the reason for it. Remove fear 
—provide the reasonable hope of prof- 
itable employment—and capital will 
always show itself the most timorous 
of wanderers, the most comfortable 
and lazy of homebodies.”

The question whether a $7,500 ad- 
vertising campaign carried out by the 
Georgia Power Company last spring 
was undertaken because of any in- 
terest on the part of the company in 
retaining the old personnel of the 
Georgia public service commission 
was debated at length Monday in 
hearings before the new commission 
on the company’s rates. 

John T. Goree, assistant attorney- 
general assisting the new commission 
in the rate inquiry, told John Marsh, 
advertising manager of the power 
company, that he was “at a loss to 
understand what interest” the com- 
pany may have bad in removal pro- 
ceedings before Governor Talmadge 
against the old commissioners. 

Marsh told him that none of the 
advertising money was spent to give 
publicity to a defense of the com- 
missioners. He said the sole purpose 
was.to “show that the promoters of 
the campaign against the commission 
were not interested in the commission 
but were using the ouster case as a 
means of attacking the Georgia Power 
Company for their own selfish ad- 
vancement.”’ : 

The advertising copy discussed the 
issues before the governor in the hear- 
ings which resulted in removal of the 
old ‘comnission on charges preferred 
by the Georgia Federation of Labor. 

“The campaign against the com- 


“pany which preceded the ouster case,” 


Marsh said, “was a continuation of 
the harassments to which the com- 
pany has been subjected’ since a 
strike by a small group of its work- 
men.” 

He said he did not know what 
prompted the governor's action in the 
case “but I do know what preceded 
it. One of those preceding things was

From Leopard Spots 


EL PASO, Texas, Nov. 27.—It was over in Ciudad Juarez, 
and in the gambling casino. | 

The dealer of the bird-cage game was spinning his cage 
and the dice were hopping around very briskly. The Univer- 
sity of Georgia football team, which is on its way west to play 
Southern California next Saturday, was being shown throug 
the Mexican city. The casino is one of the big show places. 

“The leopard cannot change his spots,” chanted the dealer 
at the bird-cage game as his ivory leopards bounded around, 
showing their spots for the players. 

‘I wish he had not said leopard,” said Harry Mehre, 

the Georgia coach, “it reminds me of the leopard’s prowl 

which is the Southern California shift. And I do not 

like to be reminded of it in off hours.” 

The Southern California shift is one of the most unusual in 
football, and it is called ‘‘the leopard’s prowl,” for two rea- 
sons. The boys prowl around and around in their shift. And 
then it strikes with all the speed and fury’ of the aroused and 
angry leopard which is quite tough when aroused. 

The shift puts a very severe burden on the defense. 
Because when the Trojans shift they often throw a back- 
field man up in the line or shift so that a tackle or guard 
is eligible for a pass. And their ends lug the football in 
a variation of the old end around play that is a great 
bit of football. 

It requires a very alert team to spot just where the Trojan 
backs are on each play. Becausé they are rarely in the same 
spot twice in succession. a. 

And this may explain why Southern California was 
national champion in 1931 and in 1932. The Trojans 
ran Pop Warner away from Stanford with that shift. 
Pop always claimed it was illegal but he never was able 
to stop it. 

The Trojans were defeated by Stanford this year. It was 
their first defeat since the one to St. Mary’s in the opening 


game of the 1931 season. 


STANFORD’S GREAT TEAM. 

Stanford is to play in the Rose Bowl game this season with 
Princeton or Army as the probable foe. Duke will be consid- 
ered if Duke wins from Georgia Tech on Saturday. But Duke 
is not the team the west coast wants. The feeling is that Duke 
has not played a representative schedule. But still Duke has 
a chance provided Duke comes through against the Jackets. 

Stanford’s team is largely a sophomore team. It is 
one of great spirit. A marked contrast to the last teams 
which Pop Warner coached for them. The team is play- 

ing great football for Tiny Thornhill. 

The team has seven sophomores in the lineup and most of 
the reserves are sophomores. They banded together as a fresh- 
man team and took a vow that they would never be beaten by 
Southern California. And this year they won 13-to-7, kicking 
two field goals in the last four minutes to win. The feeling is 
that with Warner gone the Cardinals will be a gréat power on 
the coast for the next several years. Thornhill is popular with 
all coaches on the coast. 


BOOM, BOOM, BOOM. 

The coast laughs, in friendly fashion, at the stories of Babe 
Hollinberry’s pep talks at Washington State. Hollinberry stut- 
ters badly. And when he begins stuttering he can stop it only 
one way. And that is to say “boom” very loudly. 

Consequently his pep talks are punctuated with 
booms. They run something like this. ‘‘Now, when 
you get down under those ppppppppp—boom—punts 


I want you to ggggsgggeg—boom—go fast.” 
It was the Washington State team which Alabama beat in 


the last appearance of that team in the Rose Bowl. 

The Washington State team was dressed in red uniforms, 
the color motif being carried out even as to shoes. It was this 
which inspired Blinky Horn to write that the Washington State 
team was dressed like devils and that Alabama showed them 


what hell was like. 


THE JUAREZ VISIT. 

The visit to the Mexican city just across the border was a 
great success. 

A number of purchases were made at the perfume 
store. It was great to hear some of the boys struggling 
with the names of some of the brands which had been 
requested by the girls they left behind them. 

The city of Juarez is, of course, like all the other border 
cities which have been thriving on trade from dry America. 
Now that beer is back they have come down on prices. The 
glasses of beer are larger and retail for a nickel. 

The city hall, with its bullet spotted walls, has been 
through several revolutions. The last one saw Pancho 
Villa storm through the city and capture it. 

The Georgia team was a real attraction in El Paso and 
Juarez. At El Paso, the high school team whose field Georgia 
used, came out to see the workout. There were also many of 
the townspeople out. The Georgia players, especially Homer 
Key, had to sign dozens of autographs.

The Associated Press’ ninth annual 
all-Pacifie coast football team, pre- 
sented today as the consensus of lead- 
ing coaches, sport writers and of- 
ficials, embraces a light, speedy back- 
field, a 200-pound line and an all 
round collection of stars that makes 
the 1933 mythical varsity as versatile 
as any ever named, 

Stanford, co-champion of the con- 
ference, placed two men, as did Ore- 
gon State and the University of South- 
ern California, Oregon, which tied for 
the title; Washington, California, 
University of San Francisco and St.. 
Mary’s College, each contributed one 
pigskin warrior to the first team. 

VY BALLOTING. 

Balloting was the heaviest in the 
history of the selections with 50 
prominent observers in all sections of 
the far west voting. 

Coach Claude “Tiny” Thornhill’s 
Stanford eleven, which will represent 
the west in the annual tournament of 


Day, landed its veteran guard, Bill 
Corbus, and its brilliant sophomore 
end, Jim Moscrip, on the first all- 
coast. 

Norman Franklin, Oregon State's 
triple threat halfback, was a near 
unanimous choice, while his teammate, 
Adolphe Schwammel, clinched one of 
the tackle berths. Southern Califor- 
nia’s banner was borne by the coast's 
most elusive ball carrier, Irvine War- 
burton, 147 pounds of speed, who 
claimed the quarterback position, and 
Aaron Rosenberg, guard. 

VETERAN END. 

Bill Smith, Washington’s veteran 
end, took ovg@r the other flank posi- 
tion; Lawremte Lutz, of California, 
took the other tackle berth, and Larry 
Siemering, University of San Fran- 
cisco, outstripped the field for center. 

George Wilson of St. Mary's, was 
-chosen as Franklin’s running mate, 
and Mike Mikulak, of Oregon, polled 
three times as many ballots for full- 
back as did his closest rival.

‘BASEBALL MEN 


MAY FLY NRA 


By Alan Gould, , 


Associated Press Sports Writer. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—(#)—Base- 
ball men may have no objection to 
flying the Blue Eagle, if it can serve 
any useful purpose, but one of their 
principal spokesmen, President John 
A. Heydler, of .the National league, 
declared today he could see no prac- 
tical way of applying an NRA cede 
to the game, 

Moreover, baseball has the. weight 
of the nation’s highest judicial opin- 
ion to show it is a sport, not trade 
or commerce, even though it is also 
a fact that its leaders now have a 
lively interest in financial and busi- 
ness recovery. 

“I have unswerving faith in the 
success of the NRA,” said Heydler, 
“but | am puzzled to know how any 
industrial code is going to be applied 
in a practical way to sport. Writing 
codes for the steel, building and coal 
industries is one job, but hardly to be 
compared with the job of shaping a 
code for baseball. 

A DIFFERENCE. 

“I differ with those who call the 
game a business or an industry. I 
invite their attention, further, to the 
decision of the District of Columbia 
court of appeals, as confirmed by the 
supreme court of the United States. 
This decision specifically established 
that baseball is a sport—not trade or 
commerce.” 

Heydler’s reference was to the de- 
cision in connection with the Federal 
league suit against organized baseball 
in 1921. In the decision which went 
to the highest court for confirmation 
was this paragraph: 

“If a game of baseball before a 
concourse of people who pay for the 
privilege of witnessing it is trade or 
commerce, then the college teams who 
play football where an admission fee 
is charged engage in an act of trade 
or commerce. But the act is not 
trade or commerce—it is sport. The 


‘fact that the appellants produce base- 


ball games as a’source of profit, large 
or small, can not change the character 
of the games. They are still sport, 
not trade.” 

BASEBALL IS SPORT. 

The supreme court's confirming 
opinion, handed down in 1922 by 
Justice Holmes; further specified that 
in such an enterprise as baseball 
“personal effort, not related to pro- 
duction, is not a subject of com- 
merce.” : “e 

On this basis, Heydler and his ma- 
jor league associates do not feel there 
is any likelihood of organized baseball 
becoming involved with the NRA, 
whether or not the matter is formally 
put before the annual meetings in 
Gs — ben fits the players,

With nothing else much to do on a languid Monday, saving to reflect 
over the Georgia game and four others which the hard fuck Jackets lost 
by the flimsiest of margins, the writer has conducted a foraging expedi- 
tion into the back files of Tech’s games this season, with some rather 


astounding and freakish discoveries. 

The outstanding discovery deals 
with the fact that in the nine games 
played. by Tech this season, against 
the toughest opposition that could be 
corralled in this section, the Jackets 
have doubled their collective oppo- 
nents on first downs, yards gained 
from passing and yards running with 
the ball. 

Put tis down and see if you can 
figure it out, and also how in thunder 
Georgia Tech managed to lose those 
games, , 

101 FIRST DOWNS. 

Against nine opponents, Tech's of- 
fense has rolled up a grand total of 
101 first downs as compared to 56 
registered against its defense hy its 
opponents. 

Against the same nine opponents, 


‘Tech -gained a total of 1,942 yards 


from snap against 945 registered by 
the opposing forces—more than two 
yards for one. 

Tech’s passing attack has netted 
twice the yards of the opposition. 
Put that down, along with the other 
figures. And then call the gent who 
said that figures don’t lie on the car- 
pet for an explanation. 

On this comparison, it is proved 
that figures are the biggest liars of 
all. And that the figures not only 
are big liars, but big double-crossers 
as well. 

If they followed Mr. Warner’s plan 
and allowed a point for each first 
down, Tech would have lost but two 
football games, instead of five, as the 
records also show quite indelibly. 

ONLY TWO. 

In only two games did Tech fail 
to lead its opponent in yards. and 
first downs. 

Auburn, whom Tech defeated, out- 
rushed the Jackets rather decisively 
with 318 yards to 160 and 15 first 
downs to 6. 

Against Vandy, to whom Tech lost, 
9-6, the first downs were Vandy 9, 
Tech 8, and the yardage 1438 for 
Vandy to 128 for Tech. 

Against Tulane on an impossible 
field, the first downs were even at 
two apiece. No margin on either side 
there, but Tech ~dvanced the ball for 
08 yards to Tulane’s 52 and lost 
the game, 7-0, as recorded in Buck 
Bryan’s 101-yard return of a kickoff. 
something which would have happened 
against no other team but Tech, if 
one ventures into the psychic angle 


of it. 
OTHER EXAMPLES. 

Against Kentucky, which team de- 
feated Tech, 7-6, the Jackets . gained 
12 first downs to thtee and 89 yards 
to 29; against Alabama, which defeat- 
ed Tech 12-9, Tech gained 15 first 
downs against 6 and 206 yards to 143.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 27.— 
‘(/)—Agitation that Harvard follow 
Princeton off the graduate coaching 
football standard died to a faint mur- 
mur today when the Crimsodn’s thon: 
sands of “State Street quarterbacks” 
went into their luncheon huddles over 
the surprising 19-6 Yale victory. 

Although Eddie Casey’s position 
with those officials who make and 
break Harvard coaches never appear 
ed insecure, his team’s failure to real- 
ize its pre-season hopes had whipped 
many rabid critics itte sounding the 
pitch for a coaching blood call. But 
Saturday’s trumph effaced the mem- 
ory of the Holy Cross and Army set- 
backs and the Dartmouth deadlock 
from most alumni minds, 


There is seldom any fanfare when 
Harvard hires or fires a coach, It 
is generally done by Athletic Direc- 
tor William J. Bingham by word of 
mouth, for only two of the Crimson’s 
vast army of sports teachers, Charley 
Whiteside of the crew and. Fred 
Mitchell, the baseball coach, hold 
written contracts. 


Therefore nothing official has beep 
said about tomorrow's Harvard foot- 
ball coaches’ outing at the seaside 
cottage of Denny O'Connell, former 
Crimson track captain, at Osterville. 
It will be a two-day event and 
fore it breaks up, it is. quite likely 
that Casey and Bingham will ex- 
change the words that will keep that 
pre-war halfback star at the football 
helm for the fourth year. 


To add woe to injury.. Georgia beat 
Tech 7-6, yet poor Tech worked its 
head off all afternoon in compiling 
15 first downs, five unearned, to five 
and 285 yards, passes inciuded,. to 165, 

Only in the Carolina and Clemson 
games did the figures jibe with the 
score. Tech defeated the Tarheeis, 
10-6, and led the first downs 8 to 7 
and the yardage 173 to 42. Tech beat 
Clemson, 39-2 and had 19 first downs 
to 2 and had 418 yards gained to 67. 

Tech’s record is just as freakish. 
The Jackets lost two games by one 
point, two games by three points (aft- 
er leading until the last period) and 
the other game by one touchdown to 
Tulane. The latter was the only team 
on which Tech failed to score,

Middle western teams generally 
showed great increases. Wisconsin, 
tail-end team of the Western confer- 
ence, failed to make headway, but the 
others had banner seasons at the turn- 
stiles. Northwestern, for example, 
with only one conference victory, to- 
taled some 240,000 for eight gamés, 
an increase of 15.000 over last year. 
Michigan and Ohio State played be- 
fore 93.508 spectators. the biggest 
crowd in conference history.

Captain A. L. Henson, Georgia vet- 
erans’ service officer, announced Mon- 
day that 769 Georgia veterans, of 
1.411 who applied to the special re- 
view boards for reinstatement on the 
‘compensation rolls, had ~ been reip- 


stated. 


He estimated that between $5,000,- 

000 and $3.500.000 a year had beer 
added to the Georgia coftmpeusation 
pay roll by that means. 
', Of the cases tried, Henson said, the 
veterans’ service office handled 823, 
of which it won 62 per cent, agains? 
the total percentage of 54.75. The 
office, he said, won 90 per cent of 
the cases which were submitted to it 
in time for proper preparation.. The 
others, he said, were handled by the 
office only after the applicant had ap- 
peared before the review board with- 
out counsel. 

Now, he said, the veterans’ service 
office is: prepared to represent the 
men whose claims were disallowed. in 
their final appeals to Washington. 

The cases on which Henson report- 
ed were those of World War veterans 
who were removed from the rolls by) 
the new regulations regarding pre- 
sumption. of. the service connection of 
disabilities. . 

The office also is prepared, Henson 
said, to represent the veterans who 
were drawing allowances for disabil- 
ties not shown to be service connected, 
All such: veterans were cut off the 
rolls by. the new rules and about 5.500 
have applied for reinstatement, plan- 
ning to present evidence of service 
connection. 

Henson said Georgia's percentage 
of reinstatement for presumptive cases 
was unusually high. comparing with 
35 per cent’in Alabama and 44 per 
cent in Florida. He attributed a part 
of that advantage to the schools which

Suitable Soup Garnishes. 
Soup should always be served with 
some sort of an accompaniment. 
Crisped crackers, cheese sticks, pulled 
bread, croutons, noodles, ~forqemear 
balls, marrow balls, vegetable pastes, 
grated cheese, lemon slices, egg balls,. 
dumplings and custard garnishes are 
all used for various kinds of soups 


Recipes for these may be found in 
any good cook book. 

When soup is to be served as a 
first course, a bouillon cup is used;

Stance. “What man dvesn’t like them, 
and how few ever get them at home, 
outside of New England and in one 
or two other coast cities. Many wom- 
en also are fond of chowder, and in 
the better restaurants in such fash- 
ionable -eenters as Boston. [Philadel- 
phia,and Baltimore you will. frequent- 
ly observe a lady presaging her lunch- 
eon: salad with a steaming, delicious- 
looking ehowder. ) 


But. in the average home through 
the country chowder is a rarity. Yet 
they are simple- to make, and they 
make the rest of a meal much simpler 
because they are almost a meal in 
themselves. If you wish to try them, 
here are three suggestions: Clam, fish 
and vegetable, the latter being an un- 
usual variation which you will find 
well worth sampling. Each of these 
new recipes can be made with canned 
foods if the fresh are not available, 
or even if they are. The vegetable 
chowder, with a pudding to follow, 
makes an excellent meal in itself, or 
it can fit into a hearty dinner menu. 
Vegetable Chowder. 

Three-fourths cup canned corn, 
1 1-2 cups canned tomatoes, 1 tea- 
spoon minced onion, 3-4 teaspoon salt, 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley, 1-2 
teaspoon celery salt,’ 1 1-2 cups hot 
water, 1 1-2 cups evaporated milk, 
1 cup crumbled flake soda crackers. 
Turn corn, tomatoes, seasoning, 
parsley and hot water into a sauce- 
pan and boil gently 10 minutes. Then 
add canned milk and heat. Crumble 
crackers and stir into chowder. Serve 
with chopped parsley sprinkled over 
each portion. Six portions. 

The fish chowder can be meade at 
the last minute. 


Fish Chowder. 


One quart boiling water, 1 cup 
flaked, cooked fish; 2 tablespoons but- 
ter, 1 can condensed tomato soup, l 
onion, minced; 2 teaspoons salt, 1 1-4 
cups crumbled flake soda crackers, 
large can evaporated milk, 2 table- 
spoons parsley, chopped. 


Into boiling water put fish, butter, 
soup, onion and salt. Boil gently 
5 minutes. Add crumbled crackers 
and boil gently for 3 minutes. Add 


evaporated milk and bring to boil- 
‘ing point. Serve at once, sprinkle 
with parsley. Six portions. 

Clam Chowder. 


Two cups boiling water, 1 1-2 cups 
2 tablespoons butter, 1 
tablespoon minced onion, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1-8 teaspoon pepper, 1 cup clam 
juice, 1 cup minced clams, 2 cups 
scalded milk. 

Poul boiling water over oysterettes. 
Heat butter in deep saucepan and 
brown onion in it. Add seasoning, 
crackers, clam juice and clams and 
bring to boil. Cook 10 minutes. 
Add hot milk, stir and serve. Six 
portions. 


CREAM PIE. 

One cup sugar, 2 eggs, 1-2 cup 
shortening, 4 tablespoons baking pow- 
der, 1 cup milk, 2 1-2 cups flour, 1-2 
teaspoon salt. 

Blend shortening with sugar and 
eggs. Stir in milk and flour sifted 
with baking powder and salt. Pour 
into 2 round greased layer cake pans 
and bake in a moderate oven. Wher 
partially cooked, spread with filling. 
Sprinkle top with powdered sugar. 


Custard: Mix together 1-2 cup sug- 
ar, 2 tablespoons cornstarch, 1-8 tea- 
spoon salt. Stir in 1 cup scalded 
milk.

RECIPES FOR CHRISTMAS 
CANDIES. 


Fine French Caramels. 

One-eighth pound comb honey, 7-8 
cup granulated sugar, 5-8 eup light 
brown sugar, 1-4 cup white corn 
syrup, 2 tablespoons butter, 1-2 cup 
thin cream and 1-2 cup heavy cream, 
grated rind 1 orange. 

Combine above ingredients in order 
named, except heavy cream, and boil 
slowly and carefully to 230 degrees, 
Fahrenheit. Then add 1-2 cup of the 
heavy cream, stirring after mixture 
becomes thick, to prevent scorching. 
Then boil to 246 degrees, pour into 
buttered square pans to cool. Mark 
into oblongs or squares as soon as the 
mass is set. Then when firm, cut into 
shapes desired, wrap part of the 
caramels in waxed paper, leave part 
of them open to be placed in bon bon 
paper cups for boxing. Nuts may be 
added to part of the mixture if de- 
sired for variety. 


Salted Pecans. 


To half a pound pecan nutmeats, | 


add 2 tablespoons oil or butter, stir in 
a hot frying pan till heated through.

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CUCUMBER CHEESE TIDBITS. 


- Add finely chopped fresh cucumbers 
to sees cheese, cream them together 
with mayonnaise. Spread generously 
between slices of buttered bread. 


HONEY CHEESE SANDWICHES. 


-Mix grated cheese with honey and 
butter to form a thick paste. Spread 


on very thin slices buttered bread and 
cut in fancy shapes. If the slices of 
bread are toasted before being filled 
with the filling the flavor is delicious. 


TOMATO CAMEMBERT GRILL. 


Slice whole ripe tomatoes in thick 
pieces, or cut small ones in half. 
Spread the open face with buttered 


bread or cracker crumbs. Broil or 
bake them until browned ‘and cooked, 
but not mushy. When ready to serve, 
place a slice of tomato on a slice of 
buttered toast with a teaspoonful of 
camembert cheese on top of each to- 
mato slice. 


DEVILED LIMBURGER 
SANDWICHES. 


Mix 1 cup chopped cooked ham or 
other meat with 1-2 cup creamed lim- 
burger cheese, Season with 1 teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce and spread on 
thin slices of bread. 


CAMEMBERT SANDWICHES. 
Creamm inced parsley with camem- 
bert cheese; Spread on thin slices but- 
tered bread and make into tiny sand- 
wiches. 
CHEESE OLIVE SANDWICHES. 
Mash any soft cream cheese and 
add chopped olives and pimientos in 


equal parts. Add quite a bit of salt 
and pepper in order te make the sea- 
soning shappy. Spread between thin 
slices buttered bread, with lettuce if 


desired.

I The Secret of Good Coffee | 


Even the highest grade of coffee 
can be ruined if the proper care is 
lacking in its preparation. 

One of the essentials of good cof- 
fee is to prepare it always in a scru- 
pulously clean pot. So between each 
brewing scour the pot with soap or 
cleanser using a thin brush to clean 
the spout. It helps to boil out the 
pot occasionally with a pinch of soda. 


Rinse well with very hot water after 


the pot is cleansed in this manner, 
The coffee must. never, never. be 
boiled as this destroys the delicate 
fiavor of the bean... And never, never, 
mever reheat coffee—it becomes flat, 
hitter and unpalatable in this process, 
There are three methods of mak- 
ing coffee, the drip method, the per- 
colator method and the regular coi- 
fee pot method. 

For the drip method use one 
rounded or two level tablespoons of 


coffee to each cup of water with an 
additional tablespoon for the pot. This 
coffee should be finely ground, and 
placed in the upper section with the 
perforated bottom, Bring the water 


to a brisk oiling, remove from the 


heat and pour at once over the 
ground coffee, allowing it to drip into 
the lower section of the pot. To keep 
from cooking during this process’ place 
pot on asbestos pad over very low. 
flame or in a pan of very hot water. 
The percolator method requires the 
same measurement of medium ground 
coffee per cup with one extra table- 
spoon for the pot. Put hot or cold 
water in the pot, put coffee in top 
section and allow water to percolate 
through the coffee for about 7 min- 
nutes. The regular coffee pot meth- 
od utilizes one rounded or two level 
tablespoons of coarsely ground coffee 
to the cup, one additional for the pot. 
Place coffee in the pot and pour over 
it fresh water briskly boiling. Stir 
coffee and let simmer (do not boil) for 
5 to 8 minutes. Settle with a dash : 
of cold water. Coffee is a welcome 
beverage at nearly any hour of the 
day. After dinner coffee is usually 
served in much stronger solution than 
ordinary coffee—two rounded table- 
spoons to each cup of water is che 
strength generally preferred. Serve it 
in the living room on an attractively 
arranged tray with sugar and cream 
for those who prefer them. 


In summer iced coffee is a refresh- ° 
ing and popular beverage. Use two 
tablespoons of coffee to each cup of 
water in making this. The coffee 
should then be allowed to cool and is 
poured over crushed ice in tall glasses 
when served. Iced coffee may be 
made quickly by brewing a particular- 
ly strong blend and pouring it, hot. 
over crushed ice.
